No Crue To THE Murpersrs.—Descrirrion oF

In the last issne of tho Nations Potice Gazerrz 
we published the full partioulars, so far as ascer- 
tained, ofthe bruta) murder of young Mr. 8. Cronk, 
a deputy-sheriff,; whose remains were found in the 
snow by some school-children, near Cottonville, 
* errs Co., Iowa. We learn further that three 
o parties arrested on suspicion of being con- 
cerned in the murder of the young mea, Cronk, 
near Cottonville, in Jackson county, have been dis- 
charged, but the fourth man, Watson, is still beld, 
as there is a slight discrepancy in his statements, 
and an absence of twe hourson the evening of the 
murder fhat he cannot account for satisfactorily. 
It is also known that there were two teams on the 
road, but a shert distance ahead, the night of the 
tragedy, and they have not been seen or heard of 
since. It is thought that some traces ef the horse 
‘have been discovered near savannah and Sabula, 
IU, and parties are busy searching in that direc- 
tion. The animal is described asa heavy, dingy, 
iron grey gelding, fifteen and a half hands high, 
three years old spe Bh ma coarse head, heavy 
bones, large and ed hind legs, the right 
hind leg swollen from a cork in the hoof. The 
saddle on the horse is considerably worn, broad 
leather girth, and on the cantle was marked in 
broad, heavy, black letters «‘Jas. Reed,’ and on 
the pommel «Col. L.” The bridle has double 
fiat reins, long martingales, yellow brown band, 
and light curb bit. 

Four hundred and fifty dollars are offered for 
the capture and deliv of the murderer or 
murderers, and fifty dollars for the return of the 
horse and equipments by W. S. Belden, the sheriff 
of Jackson county.
